There are interesting historical aspects to the press 
conference as it existed under the late President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Mr. Kennedy was a master at tilting his lance with 
the press. He knew how to field their questions and he 
had a surprisingly complete knowledge of what was 
happening in the federal government. 
President Kennedy popularized the television press 
conference. He made it work for him. Indeed it worked 
better for him than it did for a majority of the report­ 
ers present and for the American people, not that 
there is anything basically wrong with the sessions. 
One of the immediate reactions of the American 
people was shock at the informality of the press con­ 
ference, the highly competitive scramble for news in 
the dignified presence of the nation’s chief executive. 
The apparent lack of decorum and of dignity was at 
first offensive to many Americans, who had never at­ 
tended or viewed a press conference. 
In the light of this, a remark by President Kennedy 
about his treatment by the press is revealing. He was 
asked if he felt that the press had subjected him to 
any abuse. He replied: 
“Well, you subject me to some abuse but not to any 
lack of respect.” 
We believe that anyone who became intimately fa­ 
miliar with the President’s relationship with the press 
would reach the same conclusion. 
As a matter of fact there is some abuse in televised 
press conferences. Many reporters attend but few re­ 
porters get an opportunity to ask a question. Report­ 
ers friendly to the administration naturally are fav­ 
ored. Questions may be planted. 
An appearance on television unfortunately is a chal­ 
lenge to the reporters to try their hand at acting, 
which can interfere to some extent with the free flow 
of information. Those reporters with a bit more “ham” 
than the others were usually the ones who asked the 
questions. They were tempted to ask a long winded 
question, which might more impress a television au­ 
dience with their knowledge of a complicated subject, 
than be productive of information when answered by 
the President. This emphasis on showmanship within 
the limited time available to ask questions has de­ 
veloped a press presidential conference which produc­ 
es less news of significance than the old non-electronic 
meetings of the President with the press----------. ------ 
_ At the same time the televised conferences may fur­ 
nish the President with a better sounding board for 
his views and his program because he can speak di­ 
rectly to the American people. More citizens may be­ 
come acquainted with his views because they can view 
it on television, hear it on the radio and read it in the 
nation’s newspapers with repetitious emphasis. 
Frequency of the televised press conference may 
change with the occupants of the White House but it 
probably is here to stay. It is in the public interest 
despite its flaws.

With tile Christmas shopping 
season in full swing, the State 
Highway Patrol warns that walk­ 
ing on Missouri streets and high­ 
ways is a precarious activity. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
the Patrol Superintendent, said 
Patrol records showed that De­ 
cember was the most deadly 
of all months in Missouri traf­ 
fic, and every year pedestrian 
deaths contributed a gruesome 
number to the toll. “The shop­ 
ping days prior to Christmas 
are particularly hazardous for 
pedestrians,” he said. "We urge 
shoppers to keep alert, cross 
streets at intersections and then 
only when traffic signals are In 
their favor or when directed by 
traffic officers.” 
The Patrol chief said inclem­ 
ent weather added to the dan­ 
gers for pedestrians. “W h e n 
streets are wet, icy or snow 
covered, especially In the even­ 
ing hours, drivers are at a dis­ 
advantage,” he said. “Wind­ 
shields are difficult to k e e p 
clear and the reflected glare 
from streetlights and automo­ 
bile headlights reduces vision 
to a minimum. Under these con­ 
ditions the careless pedestrian 
who depends on the driver for 
safety is apt to lose his life.” 
Last December there were 101 
traffic deaths on Missouri streets 
and highways with 12 per cent 
of the number being pedestrian 
fatalities. Patrol records show 
that walking in rural areas of 
the state was as dangerous as 
on city streets. The toll last De­ 
cember included six pedestrians 
killed in rural areas, outside cit­ 
ies with more than 10,000 popu­ 
lation, and the same number 
killed on city streets. 
The pedestrian toll last De­ 
cember was the lowest ever re­ 
covered by the Patrol for the 
month of December since the 
fatality records 
were started 
January I, 1941. Waggoner said 
that even though last year’s rec­ 
ord was better than usual, the 
present rate of traffic deaths in 
both ural and urban areas of 
could be a tragic month for both 
motorists and pedestrians.

Under 
department of commerce tabu­ 
lations, for the purpose of de­ 
termining business operations, 
all multi-unit operations, such 
as chains, are counted as one 
business. 
Further studies show that of 
the total business enterprises, 
44 million qualify as indepen­ 
dent enterprises. They are cur­ 
rently employing, in the aggre­ 
gate, 30,000,000 people, or an 
average of 0.6 persons per busi­ 
ness.

WASHINGTON — One day af­ 
ter the assassination of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy in Texas, another 
tragedy occurred in Fitchville, 
Ohio, when 63 elderly invalids 
burned to death in the Golden 
Age Rest Home. The oldest was 
93, and the youngest 68. All 
were placed to the home by re 
latives who wanted to get rid 
of them or couldn’t afford to 
keep them or toy a state which 
wasn’t really concerned about 
them. 
About the time (rf this tragic 
fire, Rep. Wilbur Mills of Ark­ 
ansas, who presides over the 
Ways and Mein* Committee to 
Washington, n toe a statement 
to other Congressmen that he 
had no inter cion of pushing the 
Medical Ca*e for the elderly bill 
rat of his committee this year. 
The Medicare Bill, introduced 
by Rep. Cecil King. D-Calif., on 
Feb. 13, $961, has now been be­ 
fore the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee for almost three years. 
But the handsome Arkansas 
Democrat who rules the com­ 
mittee with a deft 
but iron 
hand has refused to help vote 
it ra t 
If he had, the tragedy rn Ohio 
might have been avoided. 
The Golden Age 
It would be salutary if Chair­ 
man Mills took his committee 
rat to Ohio to see the charred 
remains of the Oldsters who per­ 
ished in the Golden Age Nursing 
Home because they had no me­ 
dical insurance from the gov­ 
ernment to help them in the 
golden years of their lives. 
The committee would find that 
17 of the oldsters were forgot­ 
ten individuals. They were list­ 
ed: “Relatives Unknown.” Mrs. 
Ethel Schwenk of East Cleve­ 
land, whose father died in the 
fire, didn’t even know that he 
was to the home. 
The people in the home, many 
of them in wheel chairs, were 
retired 
small 
business men. 
housewives, a railroad worker. 
a glazier, a meat cutter. * part­ 
time minister, a former coal and 
brick company owner, and a 
fruit market operator Thev had 
seen better days. In the twi­ 
light of their lives their earning 


power was nil, their savings 
were exhausted, and they had 
heavy medical expenses. 
So they were living in what 
was originally a toy factory, 
abandoned 
to 
1952 when a 
woman was killed in an explo­ 
sion. The floor was of cinder- 
block and concrete, tile walls of 
wood, Die roof of tar. The latter 
collapsed on the patients during 
the fire. 
Four nurses were supposed to 
be on duty, but it took a truck 
driver, Henry Dahman of Bar­ 
ber, Pa , to spot the fire in the 
early morning of Nov. 23. When 
he and Rev. Clifford French of 
Wooster, Ohio. got there, they 
found the front and side doors 
bolted. When they finally enter­ 
ed by the rear, they found the 
old people standing around ta 
the hall. They didn’t know what 
was going on.

There are interesting historical aspects to the press 
conference as it existed under the late President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Mr. Kennedy was a master at tilting his lance with 
the press. He knew how to field their questions and he 
had a surprisingly complete knowledge of what was 
happening in the federal government. 
President Kennedy popularized the television press 
conference. He made it work for him. Indeed it worked 
better for him than it did for a majority of the report­ 
ers present and for the American people, not that 
there is anything basically wrong with the sessions. 
One of the immediate reactions of the American 
people was shock at the informality of the press con­ 
ference, the highly competitive scramble for news in 
the dignified presence of the nation’s chief executive. 
The apparent lack of decorum and of dignity was at 
first offensive to many Americans, who had never at­ 
tended or viewed a press conference. 
In the light of this, a remark by President Kennedy 
about his treatment by the press is revealing. He was 
asked if he felt that the press had subjected him to 
any abuse. He replied: 
“Well, you subject me to some abuse but not to any 
lack of respect.” 
We believe that anyone who became intimately fa­ 
miliar with the President’s relationship with the press 
would reach the same conclusion. 
As a matter of fact there is some abuse in televised 
press conferences. Many reporters attend but few re­ 
porters get an opportunity to ask a question. Report­ 
ers friendly to the administration naturally are fav­ 
ored. Questions may be planted. 
An appearance on television unfortunately is a chal­ 
lenge to the reporters to try their hand at acting, 
which can interfere to some extent with the free flow 
of information. Those reporters with a bit more ‘ ham’ 
than the others were usually the ones who asked the 
questions. They were tempted to ask a long winded 
question, which might more impress a television au­ 
dience with their knowledge of a complicated subject, 
than be productive of information when answered by 
the President. This emphasis on showmanship within 
the limited time available to ask questions has de­ 
veloped a press presidential conference which produc­ 
es less news of significance than the old non-electronic 
meetings of the President with the press--------- 
_ At the same time the televised conferences may fur­ 
nish the President with a better sounding board for 
his views and his program because he can speak di­ 
rectly to the American people. More citizens may be­ 
come acquainted with his views because they can view 
it on television, hear it on the radio and read it in the 
nation’s newspapers with repetitious emphasis. 
Frequency of the televised press conference may 
change with the occupants of the White House but it 
probably is here to stay. It is in the public interest 
despite its flaws.

With the Christmas shopping 
season in full swing, the State 
Highway Patrol warns that walk­ 
ing on Missouri streets and high­ 
ways is a precarious activity. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
the Patrol Superintendent, said 
Patrol records showed that De­ 
cember was the most deadly 
of all months in Missouri traf­ 
fic, and every year pedestrian 
deaths contributed a gruesome 
number to the toll. “The shop­ 
ping days prior to Christmas 
are particularly hazardous for 
pedestrians,” he said. “We urge 
shoppers to keep alert, cross 
streets at intersections and then 
only when traffic signals are in 
their favor or when directed by 
traffic officers.’* 


■ 


The Patrol chief said inclem­ 
ent weather added to the dan­ 
gers for pedestrians. “W h e n 
streets are wet, icy or snow 
covered, especially in the even­ 
ing hours, drivers are at a dis­ 
advantage,” he said. “Wind­ 
shields are difficult to k e e p 
clear and the reflected glare 
from streetlights and automo­ 
bile headlights reduces vision 
to a minimum. Under these con­ 
ditions the careless pedestrian 
who depends on the driver for 
safety is apt to lose his life.” 
Last December there were 101 
traffic deaths on Missouri streets 
and highways with 12 per cent 
of the number being pedestrian 
fatalities. Patrol records show 
that walking in rural areas of 
the state was as dangerous as 
on city streets. The toll last De­ 
cember included six pedestrians 
killed in rural areas, outside cit­ 
ies with more than 10,000 popu­ 
lation, and the same number 
killed on city streets. 
The pedestrian toll last De­ 
cember was the lowest ever re­ 
covered by the Patrol for the 
month of December since the

January I, 1941. Waggoner said 
that even though last year's rec­ 
ord was better than usual, the 
present rate of traffic deaths in 
both ural and urban areas of 
could be a tragic month for both 
motorists and pedestrians.

Wage earners are asked for the equivalent of one 
hour’s pay per month. Salaried and management em­ 
ployees are urged to give up 3 per cent of annual in­ 
come. 
The many who may not give are entitled to the 
same services which United Fund provides for those 
who do give — that is, for everyone and anyone. So 
they ride free.

In the next ten years indepen­ 
dent business, at th# present 
rate of activity, can be expected 
to suppy an additional five mil­ 
lion, 600 thousand jobs, C. Wil­ 
son Harder, president of die Na­ 
tional Federation of Independent 
Business, said today. 
In addition, he said, if stricter 
enforcement of the antitrust 
laws is put into effect so that 
independent business can re­ 
sume the level of activity tnat 
existed in 1948, almost 8 mil­ 
lion new jobs will be created. 
Research conducted by the 
federation shows that at the end 
of 1962 there were 4,752,000 ac­ 
tive business operations in the 
nation, an increase from 4,187,- 
000 of ten years before. Under 
department of commerce tabu­ 
lations, for the purpose of de­ 
termining business operations, 
all multi-unit operations, such 
as chains, are counted as one 
business. 
Further studies show that of 
the total business enterprises, 
million qualify as indepen­ 
dent enterprises. They are cur­ 
rently employing, in the aggre­ 
gate, 30,000,000 people, or an 
average of 6.6 persons per busi­ 
ness. 
In 1953 there were 26.6 busi­ 
nesses per thousand population. 
In 1962 there were 25.5 per thous­ 
and. If the current rate is con­ 
tinued, and the nation’s popula­ 
tion growth equals that of the 
past ten years, there will be 211,- 
607 more business enterprises, 
supplying 5,395,978 new jobs. 
If the businesses per thousand 
population of 27 prevailing in the 
late 40’s is restored, on a pro­ 
jected national population of 211,- 
607,000 in ten years, 7 million, 
719 thousand new jobs will be 
created. 
“Obviously,” Mr. Harder stat­ 
ed, “this type of job growth is 
needed to offset the loss ot jobs 
due to automation. At the pres­ 
ent time it is estimated that 40, 
OOO jobs per monh are being 
wiped out by this means. If this 
rate continues over the next ten 
years, 4 million 800 jobs in big 
business will be gone. However, 
this loss can be offset by the 
proper growth of small busi­ 
ness enterprise.” 
Despite the prophets of doom, 
Mr. Harder pointed out, small 
and independent business is a 
long way from being eliminat­ 
ed, and in fact, is making a 
strong stand against great odds. 
“The big problem now,” he 
said, “is to make sure that the 
antitrust laws are adequately 
enforced.”
